No. 751, A.] [Published June 15, 1911,
CHAPTER 330.

AN ACT to create section 1416—4a of the statutes, relating
to the furnishing, cleansing and disinfecting of cuspidors.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 1416—+4a. 1. It shall be the duty of the owner
and oecupant, and every person in charge of any public or quasi-
public institution, dispensary, railroad station, ottice building,
store, theater, restaurant, hotel, boarding or lodging house, fac.
tory, workshop or other building, used in a public or quasi-
public manner, to keep the same in a clean and sanitary condi-
tion. In order to promote the gencral health, whenever ordered
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by the local health department or board, it shall be the duty of
every such person to furnish and place in an efficient manner,
in every such building, a reasonable numker of cuspiders, as re-
quired or preseribed by the order of said health department or
board, and to thoroughly cleanse and disinfect the same daily,
except when such building is closed to the public or is not in
ordinary use.

2. The type of cuspidors to be used and a reasonable system,
method or manner of cleansing and disinfecting the same may
be preseribed by the local health department or board; provided,
that any cuspidors and system so prescribed shall be reasonably
inexpensive, and shall be such as to fulfill the requirements of
the highest sanitary efficiency.

3. The powers and duties conferred upon all local health de-
partments or boards by this act shall be in addition to all powers
and duties already conferred upon such boards, and this act shall
not be construed as lessening or abrogating such powers and
duties in any manner.
